Alabama  Governor  Bob  Riley 

came  to  our  campus  to  speak  to  the 

University  population  about  his 

administration's  new  tax  plan. 

Everyone  in  attandence  was 

enthralled  with  the  Rally's  events. 

Chancellor  Hawkins  presented  Gov. 

Riley  with  a  plaque  on  behalf  of 

Troy  State  University  in  support  of 

his  tax  plan.

Making  History  and  a  Slam  Jam  Name  for  Themselves 


When  Don  Maestri  took  over  as  head  coach  of  the  Troy  State 
basketball  program  in  1982,  the  Trojans  had  posted  just  one 
winning  season  in  the  previous  five  years.  In  the  21  years  since, 
Maestri  has  turned  the  program  into  a  perennial  Division  II 
national  contender,  led  the  program  through  a  grueling  Division 
I  transition  and  has  won  three  conference  championships  in  the 
past  five  years.  During  his  tenure  at  TSU,  Maestri  has  gained 
worldwide  acclaim  for  his  scoring  teams.  Troy  State  has  led  the 
nation  in  scoring  three  times  (1991,  1992  and  1996),  as  well  as 
leading  the  nation  in  three-pointers  four  times  (1992,  1994,  1995 
and  1996).  On  January  12,  1992,  Troy  State  became  the  first 
and  only  team  to  score  200  points  in  a  basketball  game,  defeating 
DeVry,  258-141.  TSU  hit  51  3-pointers  during  the  game,  still  a 
NCAA  record.  During  their  last  six  seasons  in  Division  II,  the 
Trojans  have  averaged  22  wins  per  season  and  been  a  constant  in 
the  national  rankings.
